It is rumored in certain American quar­ 
ters that Herr Stinnes has been on the look­ 
out in France for a group 
of 
industrial 
magnates with which he could conclude an 
agreement which the two governments— 
French and German— would merely have 
to accept and ratify. 
In France, 
the 
idea is expressed that 
there is something startling in the concep­ 
tion of proposals which profess to fix be­ 
hind the back of their government the sum 
which Germany 
should 
pay for repara­ 
tions. 
When Senator Borah made his pro­ 
posals n the senate 
and 
also 
when Mr. 
Hughes expressed his opinion on the sub­ 
ject, French sentiment was just the same. 
It is undeniable that the expert assistance 
of American business men would be an ele­ 
ment of great value in the reconstruction 
of Europe, but that element can be fully 
utilized only if the proposal is made at an 
opportune time. 
Furthermore, Herr Stinnes forgets that 
the situation is absolutely different in Ger­ 
many and in France. 
In France, there is no Industrial group 
as powerful as Herr Stinnes and his entour­ 
age. 
The French group in which heavy in­ 
dustry is linked up is 
‘The 
Comite des 
Forges,” 
wrhose 
members do not unrni- 
mously agree upon the general policy the 
Comite should follow. 
The policy of the 
Lorraine manufacturers is different from 
that of the manufacturers from the center 
of France, and we 
have 
heard 
recently 
that Mr. Schneider of the Cruesot works, 
sent his resignation to the board of direc­ 
tors of the “Comite des Forges.” 
Besides, it should be understood that the 
French government 
cannot 
and will not 
hand over the direction of affairs to the 
heavy industry. 
It 
intends 
to keep full 
control 
of government 
affairs 
and 
the 
French people seem to be with it in this 
firm attitude. 
However powerful Herr Stinnes may be, 
he does not count politically in the eyes of 
the head of the French government. 
It 
may be taken as true that whatever practi­ 
cal value the proposals of Herr Stinnes may 
possess, they 
will 
only be considered if 
they are 
submitted 
to Paris through the 
channel of the German government.

Life Within Penitentiary 
Wails Not So Drab As 
In Former Days. 


Special to the Democrat, 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 3.—Talk­ 
ing in carefully 
moderated 
tones, 
prisoners of the Missouri state peni­ 
tentiary are enjoying the privilege 
of conversing during meal times, 
being particular 
to guard 
against 
infractions which might result in the 
suspension of the privilege. 
"The new ruling, in effect only a 
week, has so far proved entirely sat­ 
isfactory and there have 
been 
no 
infractions,” A. T. Hollenbeck, presi­ 
dent of the prison board, said. 
The “silence rule” for the dining 
room, 
enforced 
for 
eighty-seven 
years, was designed to keep groups 
of prisonrs from talking 
together 
and possibly perpetrating plots for 
escape or mutiny. It seemed appar­ 
a t to the prison board, 
however, 
that if such plots were planned that 
it would be just as easy for the men 
to communicate with 
each 
other 
elsewhere. 
The lifting of the rule enforcing 
silence in the dining room is only 
the most recent of more humane 
measures Inaugerated at the 
State 
Prison. 
Many privileges have been 
allowed the prisoners subject to the 
rigid observance of rules and good 
Vehavior. 
Some time ago the old 
lock step formation was done away 
with, although many of the old 
timers assume that formation from 
force of habit. 
Only recently 
the 
prisoners were granted the privilege 
of smoking for five minutes atte* 
meal time. 
The modern prison in Missouri is 
not the ancient conception of prison 
life, or the picture drawn by fiction 
or the cinema of dungeons, torture 
chambers, dark 
cells, 
and 
harsh 
treatm ent by prison guards. It is a 
pronouncedly humane institution for 
the correction of law breakers. The 
provence of bars, guards, and 
the 
fret that the structure bears the 
name of the Missouri state peniten­ 
tiary are the only 
characteristics 
which arouse unpleasant sensations. 
Oterwise the institution 
with 
its 
beautiful buildings, auditorium, ath­ 
letic field, and beautiful flower gar­ 
dens bids well to rival the campases 
of some colleges. But it is an educa 
tional institution where 
offenders 
against the law are shown the right, 
educated to a trade, punished, and at 
the expiration of their sentences dis­ 
missed to take their places in the 
world anew. 
Kept healthy by good food, regular 
hours, hard work, and some recrea­ 
tion, 2226 men and 40 women are 
serving time within the walls of the 
prison which in itself Is a modern 
institution, complete in every detail. 
Located On sixteen and 
one 
half 
acres of ground, the entire work of 
the construction was done by prison 
labor. The prison was established in 
1833 and the first prisoner admitted 
In 1836. 
Today the institution is 
financially independent. 
Maintained solely upon the profits 
from its six large factories and farm, 
the prison has not had to ask for 
the release of any amount of the last 
small biennial appropriation, made 
by the legislature. Eight hours each 
day with the exception of Saturday 
and Sunday, shirts, overalls, brooms, 
binder twine, and other articles are 
manufactured in this prison indus­ 
trial city to be sold in the open 
market. Each day 1000 dozen of gar­ 
ments, 500 pairs of shoes, and 250 
brooms are turned out in these fac­ 
tories. 
In addition to these indus­ 
tries 900 acres of land are cultivated 
by prison labor on which 
a large 
share of the vegetables consumed at 
the prison are grown. 
Large herds 
of dairy cattle are kept on the farm 
to supply milk to the prison. 
Stepping out of the prison offices 
into the yard a steel door clanks be­ 
hind the visitor shutting him 
off 
from freedom 
by 
massive 
walls, 
steel doors, and armed -niards. 
But 
the sight before him is not one to 
suggest that he is within prison 
walls. Before him stretches a beau­ 
tiful flower garden, in the center of 
which water is spraying from a foun­ 
tain and Old Glory is weaving from 
tha top of a lofty flag pole. 
To the 
south of the garden is 
the dining 
hall and kitchen while on each side 
of the garden are cell houses. 
It is an impressive sight as the 
noon hour approaches to watch the 
prisoners assemble in groups and 
march by twos to the dining 
hall. 
Men, young and old, are clad 
in 
prison 
grey 
or 
kaka! 
uniforms, 
v,«..e here and there is a man w ear­ 
ing the black and white stripes sig­ 
nifying that he has been forced to 
vrjar the prison garb of disgrace be­ 
cause of infractions of prison 
law's. 
To the rear of each section walks 
th© prison guard with the clanking 
of his club on the pavement making

and 
forbidding 
sound. 
Marching 
by, 
furtive,

glances are cast toward a group of 
visitors, seeking perhaps to find in 
te group a familiar face. 
Within the dining hall the second 
floor is lined with 
long

The first floor is occupied 
by

thoroughly modern kitchen and bak­ 
ery, while the basement, 
contains 
huge refrigerators where food 
sup­ 
plies are stored. 
Enough meat is

To the rear of the dining hall is 
the penitentiary auditorium, 
equip­ 
ped to accomodate ail of the rela­ 


te! to enjoy a stage production and 
movies. 
The auditorium 
is exactly 
the 
i ae size as the temporary capitol 
erected in 1912. 
When the latter 
was torn down in 1917 the huge 
t ‘«*l girders were given to the rent- 
tentiary to be used in the auditor­ 
ium. 
Within the cell 
houses 
stretch 
long tiers of cells, spotlessly clean, 
equipped with electric lights, triple 
deck beds, bureau, chairs, and writ- 
i: _ table. 
The men are permitted 
to decorie their cells and many are 
very home-like with draperies off­ 
setting the effect of the bars. Penn­ 
ants, photo:, and trinkets on the 
walls make the ceils resemble 
the 
magazine artists’ conception of the 
college dormitory rooms. 
Recreation, 
entertainment, 
and 
amusements are permitted. 
The 
prison has a twenty-five piece band 
which is said to be one of the best 
in Central Missouri. To the rear of 
the dining hall is an athletic field 
containing 
two baseball 
diamonds 
and a grandstand. 
There Is also a 
prison library containing 8,000 vol­ 
umes, and the latest newspapers and 
magazines. 
Near the main building stands the 
historic old Hall from which in the 
past have come stories, mysterious 
and secretive, telling 
of whipping 
posts, chains, and harsh, brutal pun­ 
ishment of prisoners. The Old Hall 
of today houses the penitentiary bar­ 
ber shop. 
There are still cells for 
solitary confinement of disorderly 
prisoners. 
The rings to which the 
prisoners were chained at one time 
have been torn from the walls. The 
cells are small containing no furn­ 
ishings except a wooden bed. 
Ac­ 
cording to Mr. Hollenbeck, one night 
in solitary confinement on bread and 
wrater is usualy sufficient to keep 
a prisoner on the good behavior list 
for the remainder of his sentence. 
In the women’s 
ward, separate 
from the 
len's quarters, are also 
Lund clean, well ventilated cells, a 
large dining room, kitchen, and a 
branch of the shirt factory.

once a week they 
are

With its beautiful gardens, build­ 
ings, factories, hospital, store, and 
athletic field the State Prison may 
well be compared to a modern little 
city. If the prison board was a cit* 
council, the “square men” called po­ 
licemen, and the inmates given the 
right to vote, the comparison would 
nearly be complete.

The final denial was the overrul­ 
ing today of a motion for a rehearing 
brought by the Home Planners De­ 
pository Company of St. Louis, in the 
case in which the 
supreme 
court 
some months ago refused to issue a 
writ of uumdamus 
to 
compel the 
state finance commissioner to issue 
the company a license to do business 
in Missouri. 
The court action today again sus­ 
tains Attorney General Jesse W. Bar­ 
rett in his opinion, In which he de­ 
clared that all such companies w'ere 
“lotteries.” 
The case of the home planners de­ 
pository company was t test case, ac­ 
cording to Attorney General Barrett 
in which all of the forty or more 
similar companies that operated in 
Missouri, were interested. 
A license was denied this company 
by former 
state 
finance 
commis­ 
sioner J. G. Hughes, about eighteen 
months ego, on the strength of At­ 
torney 
General 
Barrett's 
opinion 
that such companies were “lotteries.” 
The company appealed to the su­ 
preme court asking that a writ of 
mandamus to compel the issuance of 
the license be issued. The court re­ 
fused the appeal and denied the writ. 
Today the court overruled the home 
planners depository company’s mo­ 
tion for a rehearing. 
The opinion 
was written by Justice 
James T. 
Blair, with all the other justices con­ 
curring. 
Virtually all of the 3 per cent loan 
and housing trust companies are now

EMBEZZLEMENT 
CASE REMANDED 


By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 2.— 
The supreme court, sitting en banc, 
today reversed and remanded for a 
new trial the case of William Hinton, 
former chief of police of 
Moberly, 
charged with the embezzlement of 
$1,500 worth of diamonds from G. J. 
Altroogee, a jeweler 
of 
Hannibal, 
Mo. 
A verdict of “guilty of embez­ 
zlement” was returned in the court 
of common pleas at Hannibal some 
months ago following the indictment 
of Hinton on two counts. 
The first count was on a charge 
of making away with and secreting 
jewelry valued at $1,575, the property 
of Altrogee, while the second count 
was for larceny. Hinton appealed to 
the supreme court when the jury at 
Hannibal returned a verdict of guilty 
of embezzlement. He alleged that the 
verdict was not 
responsive 
to the 
issues presented to the jury. 
The 
opinion of the supreme court today, 
written by Justice J. T. White with 
all other justices 
concurring, 
sus­ 
tains Hinton and declares that the 
verdict of the jury went too far in 
finding Hinton guilty of embezzle­ 
ment on the first count of the indict­ 
ment. 
Hinton is alleged to have gone to 
Altrogee’s store April 27, 1920 with 
his nephew Earl Hinton to look at 
some diamonds. 
He selected $1,575 
of the stones, according to the evi­ 
dence, but said he wanted to have 
them appraised. He sent his nephew 
with them to Moberly claiming that 
he was unable to have 
the stones 
valued in Hannibal. 
The next day 
Altrogee called upon Hinton relative 
to the diamond but Hinton stated his 
nephew had failed to return. Before 
taking the diamonds from the store 
Hinton gave Charles Clark, a clerk in 
the store, two bankable notes, which 
he alleged were negotiable. Altrogee 
had Hinton arrested on the ground 
that the notes were worthless. Hin­ 
ton contended 
that 
Altrogee 
had 
nothing to do with the 
transaction 
and that Clark, the clerk, had carried 
on all the dealings with 
him, 
and 
that before Hinton’s arrest Clark had 
left Altrogee's employment

HOUSTONIA VOTES

! ments in the rates of grain and grain 
products when shipped into Arkan­ 
sas from Kansas City or from Okla­ 
homa producing points were ordered 
today by the interstate commerce 
commission. 
The present rates

City to Little Rock, Ark., are reason­ 
able, the commission held, that rates 
from the same point of origin to Cot­ 
ter, Batesville, Newport and simi­ 
larly located points should be less 
than those charged to Little Rocfl. 
On the other hand the lr.tes to Hot 
Springs, Pine Bluff, Prescott, War­ 
ren and a number of other points 
should be formed, the commission 
ruled, by adding amounts ranging 
up to six cents a hundred pounds to 
the Little Rock rate. 
The revision of the 
rates 
from 
Oklahoma must conform 
to a dis­ 
tance scale, the commission 
ruled, 
which, in general will decrease the 
present cost of shipments of grain 
into Arkansas. 
The scale allows a 
cargo of seven cents 
per hundred 
pounds for distances 
of ten miles 
with proportionate increases ranging 
up to forty cents per IOO pounds for 
distances up to 800 miles. 
Roans

between Oklahoma and Arkansas.

Both 
officials have been maintained at the 
expense of the United States, but 
their staff of twenty-one persons has 
been provided for at the expense of 
the commission.

“Nothing has been 
farther from

tration, “he said in the tenth prepar­ 
ed address of his Western trip, an 
address devoted to the discussion of 
labor, social justice and women in 
industry. 
The President said what his ad­ 
ministration had “earnestly sought” 
is to lessen the occasion for conflict 
between capital and labor and to 
bring to both a realization of the ob­ 
ligation they owe “to the great pub­ 
lic interest.” 
Quite frankly the executive stated 
that he knew there were some ele­ 
ments which had hoped for “a great 
and decisive conflict” between organ­ 
ized employers and organized labor, 
and that these elements were not all 
on either side of the “imaginary di­ 
viding line” 
between 
capital 
and 
labor. 
“On the capital side of the line,” 
he said, “were those who hoped that 
the administration would lend itself 
to their program of breaking down 
organized labor and sending it back 
to the era of individual bargaining 
for the individual job. On the labor 
side of the line were those who hop­ 
ed, by exorbitant demands and an at­ 
titude of uncompromising insistence, 
to force the nationalization of some 
of our most important industries and 
services. 
Between 
these two ex­ 
treme groups we have tried to hold 
the scales even. 
“How well have we succeeded? At 
least, we have saved the nation from 
the extremists of both sides. 
I be­ 
lieve our policy, and its results, have 
reflected the sound judgment of the 
overwhelming majority of the Amerl- 
con people.

This is $110,000,000 In excess of 
the estimate of surplus 
made by 
President Harding and Mr. Lord at 
the last business meeting of the gov­ 
ernment two weeks ago and the re­ 
sults shown by the final balancing 
cf the books came as a gratifying 
surprise to budget bureau officers. 
Three major factors operated to 
create this surplus in place of the 
deficit of $823,000 indicated a year 
ago by estimates of receipts and ex­ 
penditures. There was a decrease in 
operating expenses and an increase 
in customs receipts and internal tax­ 
es. 
Despite the reduction of approxi­ 
mately $366,000,000 from the early 
estimates of the government’s runn­ 
ing expenses, the federal establish­ 
ment still is a three and a half bib 
lion dollar business. 
Actual cash 
withdrawal from the 
treasury for 
propriations made by 
congress for 
all purposes for the year totalled 
$3, 946,000,000. The actual decrease 
In operating expenses this year, as 
compared to those a pear ago, was 
$265,000,000 and it was statq^ that 
this was the result largely of ex­ 
ecutive pressure on the departments 
for holding down all expenditures. 
Receipts from all sources for the 
year exceeded by $767,000,000, the 
estimates made a pear ago.

Hulen, when asked w hether the girl 
had identified the- negro as the man 
wrho attem pted to assault her, said: 
“I have nothing to say at this time.

UNION OF CHURCHES IN CANADA. 


From the New York Evening Post. 


Talk of church union is common enough, 
but union itself is so rare an occurrence as 
to 
provoke comment. 
In this country 
churches which split over slavery 70 years 
ago are still trying to get together, while 
the various kinds of Baptists, Presbyter­ 
ians, and so on have found it as difficult to 
reunite as to form a union with an entirely 
different denomination. 
All 
the 
more 
striking, therefore, is the amalgamation of 
the Presbyterian, Methodist and Congrega­ 
tional churches of Canada. This union fol­ 
lows precedent in being the reverse of sud­ 
den. 
Twenty-five years of hope and ef­ 
fort lie behind the achievement, which 
brings 400,000 Methodist, 360,000 Presby­ 
terians and 30,000 Congregationalists into 
one fold. There need be nothing surpris­ 
ing in the slow progress of church union. 
With churches, as with everything else, it 
is usually easier to break than to mend. So 
long as disagreement does not reach the 
point of disruption there is hope for some 
solution that will enable those of differing 
views to go on working together, but when 
a formal division occurs the very existence 
of a rival organization accentuates the dif­ 
ferences and places an artifical handicap 
upon harmony. 
In a little while men and 
women of the 
two 
organizations have 
drifted hopelessly apart. Gratifying from 
every point of view, therefore, is the bridg­ 
ing of a gap thus opened. 
It would be 
worth its cost in the mere economy of ef­ 
fort and money which it makes possible, 
but this is its least valuable result. 
Much 
more important is the enhanced spiritual 
power that results from union and in par­ 
ticular the example it gives of a great body 
of people forgetting their individual desires 
to serve a cause they regard as sacred.

THE WORLD COURT IN SESSION. 
Possibly a good deal of that part of the 
opposition to the world court due wholly 
to ignorance and prejudice will be dispell­ 
ed by the spectacle of the world court in 
action. The court is now in session at the 
Hague Peace Palace, and the first thing 
that the American anti should do is to take 
a look at its composition. 
It will interest 
and surprise many of our antis, especially j 
those of German blood and sympathy, to 
discover a German. Prof. Walter Schueck- 
ing, sitting among the deputy judges. 
Germany is not a member of the League, 
yet a German is a member of the League’s 
world court. 
There is a provision of the 
court status which requires that any coun­ 
try which is a party to a case coming be­ 
fore the court shall be represented. A case 
to which Germany is a party will come be­ 
fore the court at this session and so Prof. 
Schueeking is sworn in as a deputy judge. 
Surely that would mean something to 
citizens, who were misled into opposing the 
League and who, under the same mistaken 
leadership, are opposing the world court 
Some of our other antis will be interested 
in noting that among the judges sits an 
American, recognized as one of the leading 
American experts 
in 
international law, 
Prof. John Bassett Moore. 
He is a mem­ 
ber of the wrorld court because several of 
the foreign countries in it selected him as 
a member. 
He does not represent Ameri­ 
ca, of course, because America has so far 
declined to have anything to do with the 
„ court. 
Before the court at this session will be 
brought up for settlement various interna­ 
tional disputes some 
of them quite con­ 
siderable enough to cause war between the 
nations concerned. The court will hear the 
arguments on both sides, will study the 
facts, and in each case will render a de­ 
cision based upon reason and justice and 
law.

FEDERAL COUNCIL* 


By th© Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, 
July 
6.—Constitution 
of the new union of Soviet Socialist 
Republics approved by tho Russian 
parliament in incorporating princi­ 
ples from both the American and 
British governments, provides that 
the supreme power will rest in a 
federal executive committee, consist­ 
ing of two houses, one the council 
of union, chosen on the basis of 
population and the other council of 
nationalities, chosen by each nation, 
regardless of population except that 
what are known as small independ­ 
ent 
communes, 
such 
as 
Karelia, 
have only one member instead of 
five 
allotted 
to 
genuine 
nations, 
such as Russia-Ukraine, White Rus­ 
sia and Georgia, all of which have 
equal representation. 
The council of the Union with 
371 member swill be elected by the 
federal congress of soviets, which 
corresponds roughly to a huge elec­ 
toral college meeting at Moscow an­ 
nually. 
The council of nationalities will 
be chosen by the provincial legisla­ 
tures as American senators former­ 
ly were. 
The federal executive will name a 
federal 
council consisting of 
ten 
commissars 
to 
deal with 
foreign 
affairs, 
railroads,' posts and 
tele­ 
graphs, finance, food, national econ­ 
omy and labor; these will cooperate 
with 
similar 
departments 
in 
the 
various state governments and be 
ex-officio members thereof. 
Education, health, public welfare 
and 
international affairs are left 
strictly to the various states, but 
the federal government is empower­ 
ed to veto the decrees of any state 
government.

interval the woman remained with her 
parents. 
1. Gabriel Sent from God to Mary 
(vv. 26-38). It was during this Interval 
of betrothal before Joseph and Mary 
were married that God sent the angel 
Gabriel to announce unto Mary that 
•he was to be the mother of Jesus. 
Isaiah, more than 700 years before, 
prophesied that a virgin should give 
birth to a son w’hose name should be 
called Immanuel (Isa. 7:14). Though 
at first perplexed, she accepted the 
annunciation with remarkable courage 
and devotion. To be told that she was 
to be a mother was nothing startling, 
for this was the normal desire of 
every married Jewish woman. 
Under 
the circumstances she accepted moth­ 
erhood at a tremendous cost. She was 
conscious of her virgin purity. 
She 
knew* that to become a mother under 
such circumstances would expose her 
to unutterable suspicion and shame. 
This was the view that certain Jews 
took of the matter, for they insinu­ 
ated to Jesus that He was born of 
fornication (John 8:41). 
lier faith 
was such that she responded with 
noble courage. She said, “Behold the 
handmaid of the Lord; be it unto me 
according to thy word" (Luke 1:38). 
2. Her Wonderful Song (vv. 46-56). 
In her embarrassment she set out on 
a visit to an elderly kinswoman named 
Elizabeth. Having sought the sympa­ 
thy and encouragement of this friend, 
her triumphant faith carried her be­ 
yond the misunderstanding, tile scorn 
and shame which awaited her, and 
caused her soul to burst out In this 
most wonderful song of praise. 
II. Mary at Bethlehem (Luke 2:1-20). 
What Gabriel announced to Mary 
was now being fulfilled. Caesar’s de­ 
cree concerning taxation brought Jos­ 
eph and Mary to Bethlehem at the 
opportune time for the fulfillment of 
Micah 5:2.

•table. 
III. Mary in Jerusalem and Galilee 
(Luke 2:41-52). 
Jesus, now at the age of twelve, 
was a child of Hie law, for at this age 
the child took his responsibility as a 
worshiper. 
1. Failure in Vigilant Care (v. 43). 
They bad left the city and gone a 
whole day’s journey without knowing 
where the child wa*. 
2. 
Failure to Understand 
Fully 
Jesus* Action and Words (v. 50). No 
particular censure should attach to 
this, as It is beyond our ability even 
now to understand all these things. 
3. Failure to Properly Sympathize 
with Jesus’ Deepest Longings and 
Emotions. “How Is it tht^t ye sought 
me? Wist ye not that I must be about 
my Father* business?** 
4. Failure to Perceive Her Limit of 
Masterfulness. The time comes when 
duty to God takes precedence over 
duty to parents. All these limitations 
should be viewed with the background 
of her deep devotion to God.

whole life was lived In a spiritual at­ 
mosphere. 
She was Just the kind of 
woman to whom God would trust the 
upbringing of His Son.

It is al­ 
leged that the officers, who were 
watching for rum runners, fired 
at 
the automobile containing Miss Bak- 
erand her father, when the latter re­ 
fused to stop. 
The directors of the Malone cham­ 
ber of commerce have adopted a re­ 
solution requesting Senator 
Wads­ 
worth and Congressman Snell to use 
their influence for investigation of 
“the indiscriminate use of firearms 
in stopping suspected cars along the 
border.”
